WASHINGTON. March 28.—The United .States sent congratu­ 
lations today to the new Yugoslavian government and noted that 
President Roosevelt was empowered to assist nations seeking to pre­ 
serve their independence. 
Reliable London sources declared Great Britain would back the 
new Yugoslav regina with her navy, army and air force to lay open 
the right flank of the German thrust into the Balkans. 
When Yugoslavia signed the Axis roster two days ago, it was 
widely interpreted as having safer, uarded Hitler's Balkan armies from 
just such a flanking attack from Yugoslavia. 
Today the British hailed King Peter’s coup as having altered the 
picture “very materially."
